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REMARKS 

This is in response to the Office Action mailed on September 3, 2004. Neither the 
specification nor the claims are being amended in this response. 

Obviousness-Tvpe Double Patenting Rejection 
Claims 29-33 were rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims of 1-2, 4, and 6-7 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,705,701. 

The Office Action states that a terminal disclaimer may be used to overcome a rejection 
based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground provided the conflicting patent is shown to be 
commonly owned with the current application. 37 CFR 1 130(b). 

Applicant does not admit that the claims are obvious in view of Patent No. 6,705,701. 
However, a Terminal Disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(b)(iv) is enclosed herewith 
to obviate this rejection. 

Accordingly, claims 39-81 are in condition for allowance. 
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CONCLUSION

form for allowance.
